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GENERAL    DIRECTIONS. 


THE  course  of  instruction  in  water  color 
given  in  the  following  pages  is  intended  to 
present  a  consecutive  series  of  exercises  in 
which  the  following  points  are  held  to  be  most  im- 
portant :  — 

Growth  in  the  power  to  observe  and  express 

color  in  nature,  in  objects,  etc. 
Growth  in  the  appreciation  of  color  harmony 
in  nature,  in  historic  art,  etc.,  and   in  the 
power  to  express  color  harmony  in  simple 
compositions  and  designs. 
The  correlation  of  work  in  color  with  other 
subjects  where  such  correlation  will  be  of 
genuine  advantage  to  both  lines  of  study. 
Special  care  has  been  taken  to  so  arrange  the 
course  of  study  that  there  shall  be  an  opportunity 
for  development  in  all  lines  of  the  work,  —  in   in- 
terest and  appreciation  as  well  as  in  observation  and 
expression.  Care  has  also  been  given  to  the  de- 
velopment of  the  subject  throughout  the  course 
by  means  of  the  variation  of  simple  exercises,  so 
that  those  beginning  the  work  may  follow  the 
course  without  discouragement.   Alternately  with 
these  simple  exercises,  more  difficult  ones  are  given 
for  schools  where  the  work  has  made  some  prog- 
ress. 

The  practical  point  of  securing  material  has  al- 
so been  considered  in  the  arrangement  of  the 
course  for  each  year.  Painting  from  plant  forms  is 
placed  in  the  autumn  and  spring  months  when  an 
abundance  of  material  can  be  secured.    In  the  win- 
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ter  months  work  is  given  from  objects,  life,  and 
historic  ornament. 

Color  effects  of  the  changes  of  seasons,  color 
effects  of  evening,  etc.,  are  utilized  in  illustrative 
and  other  imaginative  drawing.  Work  is  also  sug- 
gested for  national  holidays,  thus  calling  attention 
to  points  in  history.  Many  exercises  lead  directly 
toward  future  work  in  the  trades  and  crafts,  relat- 
ing the  work  to  practical  life.  The  correlation  of 
color  with  other  subjects,  as  suggested  above,  has 
been  limited,  however,  to  such  exercises  as  will 
render  the  w^ork  helpful  to  both  of  the  subjects  con- 
cerned. 

The  following  suggestions  and  illustrations  are 
intended  to  give  a  fuller  statement  of  certain  brief 
directions  in  the  course  of  study. 

Care  of  Materials. 

PREPARINjG    THE    BOXES     FOR    USE. 

Remove  the  brushes  from  the  boxes,  assort 
them  as  large  and  small  (one  brush  is  longer 
and  more  slender  than  the  other),  slip  in  the 
handles  and  put  them  away  in  two  bundles. 
Either  set  may  be  distributed  with  the  boxes, 
according  to  need,  and  sometimes  both  sets. 

CLEANING  THE  BOXES.  In  cleaning  the 
boxes  after  use,  a  bit  of  cloth  or  a  moist  sponge 
may  be  used  to  wipe  off  the  somewhat  soiled 
paints  and  to  wipe  out  the  pans  in  which  the 
color  is  mixed.   If  the  paints  have  become  quite 
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soiled,  it  is  better  to  wash  them  off  witli  the 
brush  at  the  faucet  or  where  ]3]enty  of  water 
may  be  used.  Paints  should  always  be  kept 
clean. 

CLEANING  THE  BRUSHES.  The  brushes 
are  best  cleaned  at  the  faucet.  Hold  them, 
points  downward,  under  the  stream  until  they 
are  clean.  Shake  off  the  water,  see  that  the 
brushes  are  well  pointed  and  straight,  make 
them  into  a  bundle,  and  hang  them,  points 
downward,  to  dry.  It  will  be  a  great  incon- 
venience to  future  work  if  the  brushes  dry 
crooked  or  otherwise  out  of  shape. 


Use  of  Materials. 

MAKING  COLOR.  Place  the  box  with  the 
three  pans  for  mixing  color  toward  the  worker. 
Dip  into  each  pan,  with  the  brush,  a  small  pool 
of  water,  as  shown  in  Fig.  i.  (For  a  small  pool, 
about  a  quarter  of  a  teaspoonful  of  water  is 
needed,  for  a  large  pool  a  teaspoonful.  For  a 
wash,  the  pan  should  be  pretty  well  filled). 
Make  red  in  the  first  pool  and  paint  with  it. 
Use  the  side  of  the  brush  when  working  from 
the  cake,  in  order  to  avoid  making  holes  in  the 
paint.  See  Fig.  2.  Afterclearing  the  brushes, 
as  suggested  below,  pure  yellow  can  be  made. 
Clear  the  brushes  again  and  make  blue. 
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CLEARING  BRUSHES  FROM  COLOR. 
Clear  the  brush  from  paint  by  dipping  it  in  at 
one  side  of  the  cup  and  pressing  out  the  color 
either  against  the  side  of  the  cup  or  on  a  sponge

or  a  piece  of  lolotting  paper.  The  first  is  pref- 
erable both  because  of  neatness  and  because 
no  extra  materials  are  called  for.  See  Fig.  3. 
By  pressing  out  the  color  at  the  side  of  the 
cup,  the  paint  is  made  to  settle  at  the  bottom, 
leaving  the  water  above  it  clear.  If  the  brush

is  shaken  about  in  the  water  the  paint  does 
not  settle,  and  the  water  soon  becomes  unfit 
for  use. 
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Making    Colors, 

PURE  COLOR.  By  working  carefully  with 
small  pools  of  red,  yellow  and  blue,  made  in 
the  pans  as  suggested  in  the  preceding  exer- 
cise, orange,  green  and  violet  can  be  mixed 
quite  pure,  —  that  is,  with  no  dulness  result- 
ing from  mixing  a  third  color  with  the  two 
needed  to  make  each  of  these  colors.  This 
thoughtful  work  with  the  boxes  is  excellent 
color  training. 

FULL,  RICH  COLOR.  To  make  full,  rich 
color,  keep  the  pool  in  the  pan  small,  fill  the 
brush  full  of  water,  work  on  the  cake  until  the 
brush  is  full  of  color,  and  then  work  the  brush 
back  into  the  pool  so  as  to  see  the  color  and 
its  strength  before  using  it.  To  paint  con- 
tinuously in  full,  rich  color,  the  same  process 
would  be  repeated.  A  wash  of  rich  color  made 
by  using  the  pool  is  generally  purer  than  when 
made  directly  from  the  cake.  When  rich  color 
is  desired  in  direct  work,  it  is  necessary  to 
work  largely  from  the  cake  in  order  to  pre- 
serve the  strength  of  the  color  used. 

BROKEN  COLORS.  By  broken  color  is  meant 
any  color  for  the  making  of  which  red,  yellow 
and  blue  are  all  used.  Red-gray,  orange-gray, 
etc.  are  broken  colors.  Shades  of  red,  red- 
orange,  etc.,  are  broken  colors.  Various  modi- 
fications of  red,  blue,  etc.,  may  be  called  broken 
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colors.  Under  this  head,  therefore,  the  follow- 
ing unclassified  list  of  colors  may  be  placed 
for  the  purpose  of  stating  ways  of  mixing  the 
three  colors,  red,  yellow  and  blue  to  produce 
them :  — 

MODIFICATION  OF  COLORS.  Practice  in 
the  modification  of  colors  is  one  of  the  most 
important  elements  in  color  training.  This 
work  is  carried  throughout  the  course  of  study 
given  in  the  following  pages.  Variation  in 
value,  or  the  production  of  tones,  is  the  initial 
step  in  conscious  work  in  this  direction.  See 
Plate  II,  Fig.  i.  Varying  red  by  adding  yellow 
and  by  adding  blue,  varying  yellow  by  adding 
red  or  blue,  and  varying  blue  by  adding  red 
or  yellow  is  another  step  —  equivalent  to  the 
study  of  red-violet,  red-orange,  etc.,  in  colored 
papers.  The  next  step  is  varying  orange, 
green  and  violet  by  adding  a  small  quantity 
of  the  third  color.  See  Plate  II,  Fig.  2.  The 
rapid  variation  of  color  in  imitation  of  the 
solar  spectrum  is  still  another  step.  See 
Plate  I.  Making  the  broken  colors,  red- 
gray,  orange-gray,  etc.,  and  making  neutral 
gray  completes  the  work  from  color  standards 
in  paper. 

For  the  decorative  use  of  color  it  is  neces- 
sary to  make  those  modifications  frequently 
called  dull  color.  Dull  or  grayish  red  is  pro- 
duced by  adding  a  little  of  both  yellow  and 
blue  to  the  red.   Dull  yellow  is  made  by  ad- 
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ding  red  and  blue,  and  dull  blue  by  adding 
yellow  or  by  adding  both  red  and  yellow. 
Dull  orange  is  produced  by  adding  a  small 
amount  of  blue  to  the  mixture,  dull  green  by 
adding  red,  and  dull  violet  by  adding  yellow. 

CONVENTIONAL  COLOR.  When  the  colors 
of  a  fiower  or  other  nature  form  are  used  as 
a  color  scheme  in  a  conventional  design,  the 
color  is  generally  modified  as  stated  above, 
and  becomes,  consequently,  conventional.  In 
elementary  work  the  conventionalization  of 
the  colors  of  a  flower  is  easily  effected  by 
making  the  color  flat  and  somewhat  paler 
than  in  the  plant.  In  more  advanced  work, 
the  conventionalization  of  color  calls  for  a 
study  of  relative  color  values,  and  one  color 
may  be  made  lighter  and  another  darker 
than  in  nature,  as  the  color  scheme  may 
require.  See  Plate  XIV  for  an  illustration 
of  the  use  of  flat  color,  for  the  abstraction  of 
a  conventional  color  scheme  from  a  flower, 
and  also  for  the  study  of  color  values. 

BROWN.  To  mix  brown,  make  a  dark  orange 
and  add  blue,  or  mix  dark  violet  and  add 
yellow.  The  former  mixture  makes  a  yellow 
brown,  the  latter  a  rich,  purplish  brown. 
When  painting  trees,  the  brown  for  trunks 
can  be  made  from  the  green  already  mixed, 
by  adding  red.  The  color  is  not  so  quickly 
produced  in  this  way  as  in  the  other  mixtures; 
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the  greenish  brown  of  some   tree-trunks  is, 
however,  best  produced  in  this  way. 

GRAY,  BLACK  AND  WHITE.  Gray  is 
made  by  mixing  together  bkie,  red  and  yellow 
in  nearly  equal  quantities.  By  following  the 
order  just  stated,  the  desired  result  will  prob- 
ably be  more  readily  reached.  Black  is  made 
by  mixing,  in  a  very  small  pool,  or  directly 
from  the  cake,  dark  violet  with  yellow.  After 
adding  the  yellow,  put  in  another  touch  of 
strong  blue.  White,  in  pure  water  color, 
results  from  the  absence  of  pigment  —  it  is

the  paper  itself.  All'  elementary  work  in  water 
color  should  be  done"  with  the  above  thought 
in  mind  in  order  to  avoid  overwrought  and 
unchildlike  effects. 

JV ashes. 

FLAT  WASH.  To  make  a  flat  wash,  work  with 
a  full  brush,  carrying  the  color  from  left  to 
right  across  the  space  to  be  covered,  begin- 
ning   at    the   top.     See    Fig.    5.     Carry   the 
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brush  lightly,  grasping  the  handle  at  the 
middle.  Make  the  action  of  the  brush  the 
moving  of  the  pool  rather  than  the  brushing 
of  paint.  If  the  paper  is  tilted  a  little,  the 
pool  keeps  its  place  at  the  bottom  of  the  wash 
as  seen  in  Fig.  5.  Take  up  what  is  left  of  the 
'   pool  with  the  point  of  the  brush,  as  in  Fig.  6. 

GRADUATED  WASH.  To  make  a  graduated 
wash,  begin  with  the  brush  full  of  strong 
color,  and  paint  once  across  the  space  as 
suggested  in  laying  on  a  flat  wash.  After 
this,  dip  the  brush  in  clear  water  each  time 
it  is  carried  across,  thus  making  the  wash 
gradually  lighter  throughout.  The  process  of 
laying  on  the  color  is  the  same  as  in  a  flat 
wash. 

SPECTRUM  EFFECT  IN  A  WASH.    The 

effect  of  the  spectrum  may  be  produced  in  a 
wash  by  working  from  red,  yellow  and  blue 
successively  —  the  color  to  be  laid  on  as  in  a 
graduated  wash.  See  Plate  I  for  the  gen- 
eral idea. 

VARIED  OR  BLOTTED  WASH.  STAINED 
-GLASS  EFP'ECT.  To  produce  rich  and 
varied  color  as  in  stained  glass,  work  from  a 
small  pool  and  from  the  cake,  varying  the  color 
as  in  the  production  of  the  graduated  wash, 
or  in  the  sj^ectrum  effect  given  above,  but 
irregularly.   The  wash  should  be  laid  on  with 
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a  varied  touch,  and  not  by  working  across  the 
sheet  as  in  a  flat  wash.  See  Fig.  7.

IMPRESSIONS  FROM  NATURE.  Thegreat- 
est  value  of  direct  work  from  nature  hes  in 
the  development  of  power  to  observe  color  in

its  purity,  beauty  and  variety.  The  direct  ex- 
pression of  color  impressions,  gained  from  the 
study  of  flowers,  fruits,  trees,  etc.,  is  a  broad 
training  of  the  color  sense. 
ABSTRACTING  COLOR  SCHEMES 
FROM  NATURE.  Plate  XIV  gives  an  ex- 
ample of  registering  the  natural  colors  of  a 
flower.  Throughout  the  course  requirements 
are  made  for  this  kind  of  work  as  a  direct 
means  both  of  training  the  color  sense  and  of 
working  out  color  schemes  to  be  used  in  dec- 
orative designs.  The  same  plate  shows  a  modi- 
fication of  the  natural  color  scheme  of  a  flower 
for  the  purpose  of  making  such  a  scheme  as

would  generally  be  used  in  a  design  in  pref- 
erence to  the  more  brilliant  scheme  of  the 
flower  itself.  This  work  in  abstracting  con- 
ventional color  schemes  from  nature  is  a  most 
valuable  factor  in  color  training. 

MATCHING   STANDARDS    OF    COLOR. 

Each  year's  work  includes  one  or  more  exer- 
cises in  matching  standards  of  color  either  in 
colored  paper  or  in  examples  of  historic  orna- 
ment. These  exercises  are  valuable  aids  to 
the  development  of  the  color  sense.  In  match- 
ing either  of  these  standards,  care  must  be 
taken  not  to  produce  heavy,  opaque  color. 
The  beauty  of  water  color  is  its  transpar- 
ency. By  careful  comparison  it  will  be  found 
that  the  strength  and  brilliancy  of  the  stand- 
ard can  be  reached  with  full,  rich,  transparent 
color.  Placing  the  standard  of  color  and  the 
water  color  result  at  a  little  distance  from  the 
worker  helps  in  judging  their  comparative 
strength  of  color. 

COLOR  HARMONY.  The  work  of  abstracting 
color  schemes  from  flowers,  etc.,  and  of  apply- 
ing these  schemes  to  simple  compositions  and 
designs,  is  most  useful  in  developing  a  sense 
of  color  harmony.  The  study  of  color  values 
is  frequently  called  for,  especially  in  the  study 
of  standards  of  color  in  paper,  and  in  historic 
ornament,  and  is  a  fundamental  element  of 
growth  in  the  appreciation  of  color  harmony. 
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Working  from  good  examples  of  historic  orna- 
ment leads  toward  culture  in  harmonious 
coloring.  Applying  color  schemes  from  beauti- 
ful textiles,  historic  ornament,  etc.,  to  original 
designs  is  another  valuable  aid  to  the  study 
of  harmony  in  color  combinations. 

Methods  of  Work. 

DIRECT  PICTORIAL  WORK.  Provision  is 
made  in  each  year  for  pictorial  work  directly 
from  the  object,  —  that  is,  painting  without  a 
preliminary  sketch.  This  free  work  in  paint- 
ing impressions  of  color  is  more  than  a  valu- 
able element  of  growth  in  color  appreciation, — 
it  is  an  essential  of  continued  growth  in  the 
subject,  and  should  constantly  be  reverted  to 
in  any  course  of  color  study.  This  direct  work 
is  painting  what  is  seen  or  expressing  the  ap- 
pearance of  color.  It  is  directly  comparable 
to  drawing  what  is  seen.  See  Plates  IV,  VI, 
X  and  XI  for  general  ideas.     See  also  Pig.  4. 

STUDIED  PICTORIAL  WORK.  In  con- 
nection with  free  pictorial  work  from  obser- 
vation, exercises  are  frequently  given  in  which 
the  careful  study  and  expression  of  form  and 
of  composition  are  made  in  pencil  before  the 
color  is  applied.  This  provides  an  opportunity 
for  reasoning  out  both  the  drawing  and  the 
color  scheme,  —  work  most  essential  to  con- 
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scious  growth  in  the  appreciation  of  color  in 
its  relation  to  form.  Plates  VII,  VIII,  XIV, 
XV  and  XVIII  are  examples  of  this  kind  of 
work. 

In  all  of  the  studied  work  the  color  is  put  on 
practically  flat,  —  that  is,  without  variation  to 
express  light  and  shade.  It  should  be  remem- 
bered, however,  that  flat  color  can  be  changed 
in  hue  and  is  not  necessarily  a  flat  wash  of  a 
simple  color.  This  w^ork  without  any  attempt 
to  express  light  and  shade  is  also  called  "  sim- 
ple" work  in  color.  The  plates  named  above 
give  examples  of  this  simple,  flat  treatment 
of  color, 

DECORATIVE  WORK.  The  use  of  color  in 
simple  designs  for  borders,  surface  patterns, 
book  covers,  posters,  etc.,  generally  explains 
itself.  The  color  is  almost  invariably  laid  on 
flat.  The  design  is  always  drawn  or  traced  be- 
fore it  is  colored.  Plates  V,  IX,  XII,  XIII, 
XIV,  XVI  and  XVII  give  examples  of  this 
decorative  use  of  color. 

COLOR  AS  A  CONVENTION.  A  number  of 
the  conventions  of  mechanical  and  of  archi- 
tectural drawing  require  a  special  use  of  color. 
The  convention  for  surface  development  or 
flat  patterns  and  the  conventions  for  wood, 
stone  and  brick  are  given  in  the  course  of 
study  as  points  of  interest  and  of  practical 
value  as  matters  of  instruction.

Exercise  I. 

PURPOSE  OF  EXERCISE.    To  begin  the  use 

of  color. 

SUGGESTIONS  FOR  EXERCISE.   Let  the 

children  make  red  in  one  of  the  depressions  of  the 
color  box,  and  paint  red  on  a  piece  of  paper.  Let 
them  make  and  paint  with  yellow  and  blue.  As  a 
preliminary  step  to  making  pure  yellow  and  blue, 
show  the  children  how  to  clear  the  brushes  from 
color.  Show  the  children  how  to  make  orange, 
green  and  violet.  Let  them  paint  with  these  colors. 
See  General  Directions,  pages  v-vii,  for  sugges- 
tions. 

Exercise  II. 

PURPOSE  OF  EXERCISE.   To  express  obser- 
vations of  color. 
SUGGESTIONS  FOR  EXERCISE.    Let  the 
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children  paint  directly  from  a  flower  —  that  is, 
without  previously  sketching  in  the  flower.  Yellow 
flowers  are  abundant  at  this  season,  and  will  make 
the  best  subjects,  since  the  yellow  of  the  flower  can 
be  carried  directly  into  the  green  of  the  foliage. 
Work  very  freely,  keeping  the  brushes  full  of  color 
and  painting  rapidly.  See  General  Directions, 
page  xiv,  for  suggestions  for  direct  work. 

Outline  for  the  Month  of  October. 

Exercise  I. 

PURPOSE  OF  EXERCISE.    To  express  obser- 
vations of  color. 
SUGGESTIONS   FOR  EXERCISE.  Let  the 

children  paint  directly  from  branches  of  large,  red 
fruit,  as  the  apple;  or  from  red  flowers,  as  the 
geranium,  red  sage,  etc.  Show  them  how  to  clean 
the  red  paint  from  their  brushes  before  painting 
the  foliage  of  the  flower,  in  order  that  the  green 
may  be  bright  and  fresh. 

Exercise  II. 

PURPOSE  OF  EXERCISE.  To  express  obser- 
vations of  color. 

SUGGESTIONS  FOR  EXERCISE.   Let  the 
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children  paint  directly  from  flowers  or  from  sim- 
ple, bright  leaves.  Work  rapidly,  with  the  brushes 
full  of  color. 

Exercise  III. 

PURPOSE  OF  EXERCISE.  To  observe  and 
express  color  and  mass  in  tree  forms. 
SUGGESTIONS  FOR  EXERCISE.  Let  the 
children  paint  directly  from  trees  in  the  school 
yard,  or  paint  trees  from  memory.  If  they  are 
watching  the  changes  in  trees  in  their  nature  study, 
the  memory  work  will  be  very  good.  Bright  yellow 
trees  are  good  subjects.  Show  how  to  paint  the 
brown  trunks.  See  General  Directions,  page  ix, 
for  mixing  brown. 

Outline  for  the  Month  of  November. 

Exercise  I. 

PURPOSE  OF  EXERCISE.  To  observe  and 
express  color  and  form  in  plant  life. 
SUGGESTIONS  FOR  EXERCISE.  Let  the 
children  paint  directly  from  branches  of  fruit  or 
from  autumn  leaves  or  flowers.  The  chrysanthe- 
mum is  a  good  subject. 
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Exercise  II. 

PURPOSE  OF  EXERCISE.  To  use  color  im- 
aginatively. 

SUGGESTIONS  FOR  EXERCISE.  Let  the 
children  paint  a  story  of  the  birds  going  south. 
Have  them  draw  an  oblong,  and  in  the  oblong  paint 
the  blue  sky  and  the  sober,  green  ground  of  autumn. 
The  sky  and  ground  can  be  painted  without  the 
preliminary  pencil  sketch.  When  the  picture  is  dry. 
paint  the  birds  flying  away  across  the  sky.  See 
Plate  III  for  suggestions  for  landscape  but  simplify 
by  omitting  the  trees. 

Exercise  III. 

PURPOSE  OF  EXERCISE.  To  use  color  im- 
aginatively. 

SUGGESTIONS  FOR  EXERCISE.  Let  the 

children  paint  an  imaginative  drawing,  appropriate 
to  Thanksgiving,  previously  done  with  the  pencil. 
An  out-of-door  sketch  is  best.  Have  them  color  the 
sky  and  ground  first,  and  then  the  people,  houses, 
etc.  If  the  drawing  is  enclosed  in  an  oblong,  the 
work  can  be  more  satisfactorily  done.  See  Plate 
VII  for  the  general  idea.

Exercise  I. 

PURPOSE  OF  EXERCISE.  To  use  yellow  in 
a  simple  decorative  arrangement. 
SUGGESTIONS  FOR  EXERCISE.  Let  the 
children  paint  a  row  of  circles  or  of  squares  from 
an  arrangement  made  with  the  yellow  color  tablets. 
Have  them  sketch  the  row  of  circles  or  squares  on 
the  paper  before  painting. 

Exercise  II. 

PURPOSE  OF  EXERCISE.  To  lead  to  the  ob- 
servation of  a  standard  of  color.  To  lay  on  a  flat 
wash. 

SUGGESTIONS  FOR  EXERCISE.  Let  the 
children  make  a  flat  wash  of  red  on  a  circle,  a  square, 
or  a  simple  quatrefoil  already  drawn  on  paper.  Lead 
them,  when  mixing  the  wash,  to  compare  it  with  the 
colored  paper  standard  for  the  hue.  In  laying  on 
a  wash,  use  plenty  of  color  in  the  brush  and  work 
rapidly.  See  General  Directions,  page  xiii,  for  use 
of  color  standards,  and  page  x  for  laying  on  a  flat 
wash. 
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Exercise  III. 

PURPOSE  OF  EXERCISE.  To  tise  color  imag- 
inatively. 

SUGGESTIONS  FOR  EXERCISE.  Let  the 
children  paint  an  imaginative  drawing  appropriate 
to  Christmas,  already  sketched  in  pencil.
